Kasson's Sails Become a lyittle Slack as the Wind 
Veers Toward Hiseock—An Organized Effort 
to Push the New Yorxer’s Claims— Keifer 
Still Keeps up His Courage. 


WASHINGTON, December 2.—The drift of talk, 
speculation and prediction now is in favor of His- 
eock for speaker, but the other candidates say this 
ixa part of Hiscock’s plan in the canvases; thatit is 
an organized plan to work a seutiment for Hiscock 
to catch the votes of such members as want to be on 
the winning side. The Pennsylvania delegation 
meet to-morrow to confer upon the selection of a 
eandidate, but itis almost certain they will agree 


on Hiscock. Indeed, it looks as if they had 
Virtually declared for him already. The 
friends of both Keifer aud Kasson” think 


thisaction® of Bennsyivania will sectionalize the 
fight and make it the east and the west, and the 
west will unite upon a candidate to beat Hiscock. 
Of course, Keifer and Kasson hope to become the 
candidates of the west and are working to that end. 
They, apparently, admit that Pennsylvania will go 
Representative Neal, of Ohio, said this 
afternoon to an press representa- 
tive: “You can say Keifer will be speaker. Mle has 
the strongest western support and the union of 
eastern votes upon Hiscock, makes Keifer the can- 
didate of the west, and that, combined with the 
members who are for him,

Congressinan Hubbell, chairman of the republi- 
ean congressional committee, says Hiscock has 
gained considerable ground in the last twenty-four 
hours, and he does not believe Hiscock can now 
be beaten. Hubbeli gave this as his opinion, 
thouch he is notan ayowed supporter of Hiscock. 
Hubbell has friends whothink he ought to be 
speaker, and should the balloting continue for 
some time, jt is their intention to propose Hubbell 
asa compromise candidate. 

Kasson's supporters are working hard and they 
believe their candidate has the best show. They 
are not doing much talking. At Hiscock’s head- 
quarters inquiries are answered with, *‘Hiscock 
will be speaker;’’ at Keifer’s with, ‘‘Keifer will be 
elected :"’ at Kasson’s, ‘‘Kasson is sure to win;’’ and 
those few who are for Keed are*claiming now he 
will be elected, Indiana sticks to Orth, and the be- 
lief that a time will come when he can be pushed 
through. There are still a large number of republi- 
fan members who have not arrived and the meet- 
jugs of state delegations for conference have 
been generaHy postponed until to-morrow to get a 
fubl attendance of congressmen. Ward, of Vhiladel- 
phia, says: “‘The Pennsylvania delegation has not 
formally agreed upon a candidate, but the indica- 
tions pointto Hiscock, and he will probably get 
our vote, Priorto the adjournment of last congress 
most of our delegation promised to support ILis- 
cock, and we wilistick tohim. The new members 
from Venusylvania were all seen months ago and 
generally agreed togofor Hiscock, and so far as 1 
learn most of them see no reason to change. Some 
of eur delegation will net support MePherson for 
clerk. The Philadelphia members are against him, 
and I don’t see how he can get the nomination.”’ 

Ex-Collector Murphy, of New York, was asked if 
the president was opposed to Hiscock. He re- 
plicd;: ‘No, he is not. 
have gone tothe president and endeavored to per- 
Suade him to say that Hiscock, as sveaker, would 
be distasteful tohim. He would notsay anything 
ofthe kind. His reply was: Gentlemen, { want 
these dissentions in the republican party healed. 
There is no sense in keeping up the factional fights, 
and! regret tosees factional spirit obtruding in 
the speakership race. Selecta good man and elect 
him. Lhave nothingto say about the candidates. 
My opinion is thatthe president will be gratified 
ty sev Hiscock el ected.’ 

DThe betting is still in favor of Hiscock this morn- 
ing, though the backers of Kasson and Keifer are 
putting up inoney on their favorites. 

Appearances indicate still that Hiscock is gaining 
a littie in the race for the speakership, but itis not 
believed, except by his supporters, that he has 
enough yotestonominate him. If he can come 
Within afew votes of the nomination on the first 
half-dozen ballots, he will win, but if the balloting 
gocs beyond that, there will probably be a long con- 
lest that will bring anew man to the front. The 
general Opinion of the republican members, except 
those who are working hard for some candidate, is 
that no man has votes enough secintand to nohif- 
nate him. Kepresentative Pound, of Wiseonsin, 
says that the result is still nneertain, for the reason 
that a wuimber of the members are still unpledged. 
The Ohio delegation beld a conference to-night and 
formally agreed to push Keifer and stand by him to 
the last. This was done because it had been re- 
ported that some members of the delegation were 


only giving Keifer half-hearted support. 
Representative sutterworth suys that 
ihe delegation cordially Supports Kei- 


fer,and he added: “I have no more doubt of his 
election than | have of my existence.”’ Indieca- 
tions are that Keifer will lead Kasson, and he may 
be stronger than Hiseock. The southern republi- 
caus have decided tosupport Keifer, and when Orth 
retires, Indiana will go forhim. Hiscock has one 
mivantive in having began his canvass during the 
last Congress, He vot a number of votes, promised 
before the others took the field. As the race stands. 
no man hes any ceriain thing by any meens.

Secretary Folger has completed the main por- 
tions of his annual report, and has had it printed 
at the private printing office of the government 
printer, The report will be sent to congress in 
print, except that the address of the speaker and 
the siguature will be written. The secretary 
will not follow the usual practice of the depart- 
ment in sending advance copies to. the press 
of the different cities, to be printed at the time of 
the delivery of the report lo congress, The secre- 
tary's recommendation as to the bonds and the use 
of the surplus revenues may, perhaps, be fairly 
illustrated by the call for $20,000,000 a bonds. He 
is having rather more trouble in framing his re- 
conimeneations as to the silver question. It is un- 
derstood that he wishes so to draft that portion of his 
report that he can recommend the discontinuance 
oi the coinage of the standard silver dollar without 

offending the silver men, 

The annual report of the secretary of war was 
made public to-day. It is chiefly devoted to a con- 
sideration of the important recommendations eon- 
tained in the annual report of his subordinates. 
General Sherman's recommendation that the army 
be increased to 30,000 men receives Secretary Lin- 
colu’s earnest indorsement. He also indorses Gen- 
eral Wright's recommendation of adopting a torpe 
do system for sea coust defense. The bureau esti- 
mates presented to the secretary aggregate $50, 000.- 
m0. his amount, he says, has been reduced on 
my revision to the aggregate of $10,689,000. which 
sum, if judiciously allotted by congress, will be. in 
my judgment, a reasonable allowance for this class 
of expenses during the next fiscal yeur.

THE FEDERAL CRIMINAL, 


Judge Porter Continues to Confuse the Prisoner's Ideas 
of Inspiration. 

WASHINGTON, December 2.—Guiteau arrived at 
the court house about % o'clock, and ate a hearty 
breakfast, He seemed to be feeling in good spirits. 
Ilis remarkable self-esteem and egotism never for 
an instant fafled him, and his perfect confidence in 
a verdict favorable to himself is apparently unsha- 
ken. At10:05,after the usual appeal from the marshal 
ior order iu the courtroom, the court was opened 
and the prisoner was placed in the witness box. 

Guiteau glanced at his papers a moment, and 
then said: ‘I desire, Judge bortér, lo state to you 
and the courtthati decline to answer any more 
questions that are mere repetitions of what we 
have already gone.over."’ 

Judge Porter immediately resumed the cross-ex- 
amination, with the question: ‘“‘Was one of your 
purposes in removing the president to create a de- 
mand for your books””’ 

Answer—Yes, sir, with the 
Wis to preach the gospel. . 

The witness regarded his books as 
his collateral, in other words the gospel brought 
down to the present time. The witness soon be- 
came excited and gesticulating wildly, insisted 
upon his inspiration, and thatthe Lord had selected 
himtodo the work. He was no fool. The Lord 
never selected fools to do his work. He had in- 
spired him to remove Garticld, and left him (the 
witness) to use hisown judgment in selecting the 
means. 

Several letters written by Guiteau were read, and 
the witness interrupted the reading several times to 
make explanations. The cross examination was 
resumed, and in answer to the question, ‘‘Are you 
insane at all?’ Guiteau. replied: ‘I am 
not an expert. Let these experts and the 
jury decide that.”” Being pressed for his opinion 
the witness declined to answer. He was subjected 
to a rapid series of questions, and began to exhibit 
greatirritability and anger on being asked if he 
laid im wait for the president in the aliey by night, 
and said: “‘Now, as you are on that, ll give you 
a little news. I'll tell you what occurred that even- 
ing, July ist.’ He then detailed his movements 
up to the time he saw the president and Mr. Elaine 
emerge from the house of the latter and walk 
down Fifteenth street. He became furiously 
excited, and plungedinto a wild huarangue, de- 
nouncing Blaineasa bold, bad, designing man, 
who wanted to run the republican party in revenge 
for being slaughtered by political conventions, and 
striking the desk with considerable violence, shout- 
ed. “Yes, tir: andin my opinion Blaine is morally 
responsible for the death of Gartield.”’

Afterthe recess Judge Porter put some questions 
as to the occurrence ot the 18th of June, when the 
prisoner refrained from shootiug the president on 
account of Mrs, Garfield's presence, and was finally 
asked: “If Mrs. Garfield had been with the presi- 
dent on the 2d of July would yon have shot him?’’ 

A.—No, I should not § have _ shot him 
on account of the effect if night have on her. 

() —Then it depended entirely on your will? 

A.—It depended on whether I had w# suitable op- 
portunity, 

Judge Porter inquired why he would not have 
shot him in Mrs. Garfield's presence. 

Prisoner—If your head is so thick that you can’t 
get the ideain, Lwon’ttry to pound it-in.

Judge Porter pressed his question, whereupon the 
prisoner quietly took up a paper, and adjusting his 
eye glasses began to read, paying noattention what- 
ever to the counsel.

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DISEASE IN 


Prevalence of Different Diseases—Singular Cases o 
Lead Peolsontng. 
Hartrerp, December 2.—The October report of 


the state board of health, issued to-day, shows an® 


unusual prevalence during the month of diphthe 
ria in Hartford and Waterbury, there having ,been 
Wree deaths in one family in the latter place. The 
disease has prevailed malignantly in other parts of 
the state, notabky in Naugatuck, Salisbury, Man- 


chester and Hampton. Typhoid fevers ‘and 
malarial disorders are much more extersive 
than usual. Norwalk and Bridgeport report 


an alarming frequency of typhoid cases; more than 
the last five orsix years together. In Manchester 
there have beweu several cases, Derby reports a 
marked decrease in malarial diseases and a marked 
increase in typhoid fever. Naugatuck and eleven 
other towns report an increase of typhoid.- Berlin 
has been afflicted with typhoid and malarial fevers, 
and Suffield, New Canaan, Salisbury and South 
Manchester report an increased number of both 
fevers. The board say that this year it seems to be 
rather the rule to see typhoid and typho-malarial 
in the same places. Either the malarial fevers are 
in the decline or else the typhoid fevers have taken 
a new lease of strength. The old antagonism be- 
tween them does not seem to exist so strongly now.

The Western Dairymen Meet at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, | 


and Dwell Upon the Subject of Buiter—What 
Trey Think the Law Should do to Protect 
a Great and Growing Industry. 
Crepar Raprps, December 2.—The reception given 
by the citizens of Cedar Rapids to the delegates of 


: : 
_the Northern butter, cheese and eggs convention 


last nightowas a very enjoyable affair, and con- 
tinued until near 12 o'clock. It consisted of toasts 
and responses, music and recitations. The toasts 
having direct reference to the objects of the con- 
vention were responded to by delegates from vari-: 
ous sections of the. country, who dwelt upon the 
dairy interest in all its departments both wisely and 
willingly. 

The second day of the convention was opened 
by the discussion of eleomargerine and other fraud- 
ulent compoundsin the adulteration of dairy pro- 
ducts, Mr. Englehardt, of Chicago, toid 
of the magnitude of the adulteration busi 
ness in butter. About forty per cent of butter is 
used and the balance is butterine. The mannufac- 
ture and trade in butterine is one of the principal 
business interests of the country. Statistics con- 
cerning it are hard to get, as the manufacturers are 
not desirous to make the extent of their 
business known. The question of adulteration is 
one of actual interest to farmers anddairymen, It 
is destroying the buttertrade at home and abroad. 
Our exports for six months this yar, as compared 
with the same period last year, fell off nearly 50 per 
cent, wholly in consequence of the adulteration of 
the product of the dairy. It is claimed that 
the moral responsibility lies with the retailers. As 
to how to stop it, he said the laws thus far passed 
were too stringent, even where manufacturers com- 
pty with laws requiring that the adulterated articles 
be marked just what they are, middlemen will re- 
move the marks. He urged the necessity of state 
laws to regulate the matter. What there should be 
ought to be indicated by this committee; but, until 
this government makes it a criminal offense to ex- 
port adultorated products, little goodcan be done 
for our export trade. He concluded by urging this 
convention to take prompt action upon this 
subject. Ss. S. Coffin, of Fot Dodge, Iowa, 
read a paper on the subject. He likened the 
creemy interests of IJowatoa young child growing 
up fer the honor and salvation of the state; he de- 
nou!coed oleomargarine as a viper who was seeking 
its liic, and pleaded eloquently that all help to put 
him out ofthe way;to join heart aud hand in 


} throwing around this child of industry barriers 


which no avarice can break through. He appealed 
to the manhood engaged in this adulteration busi- 
ness. This faiing, he would exact and enforce 
stringent law compelling all to mark the compound 
with itsname. He denounced the adulteraters as 
base thieves and the veriest counterfeiters, as guil- 
ty as those who connterfeit the coin of the realm. 
He coneluded by urging the appointment of a com- 
mission to wait upon the legislature of Iowa this 
winter. 

The next topic was ‘‘American Dairy.”’ Mr. 
Smith, of New York, gave a brief history of the 
dairy business in the conntry. The question of how 
to increase the home market and foreign demand 
was cisily solved—make a better grade. 

Mr. Simpson, of Boston,.said it was not snfiicient 
to denounce and suppress the adulteration in the 
dairy products. Wemust attack adulterations in 
all goods. It is believed any man has the right to 
make these adulterations for butter, but no man has 
any right to sell these adulterationsas butter. He 
advised farmers to refuse to sell their milk to cream- 
eries which adulterated their products, This will 
kil) the business butso long as the farmers will for 
the suke ofa’ few couts on the hundred furnish 
their milk to these adulterating firins we can’t hope 
to suppress it. The produceis must furnish good 
articles at the lowest price and thus increase the de- 
sire for pure articles. Phe high prices for butter 
increase the cousuinpiion of oleo. We must have 
such a law as England to compel dealers in these 
adulterated products io brand them just what they 
are. 


cap do but littie else but stir this matter up. But 
little good can be done toward suppressing it until 
the adulterated products were dectared deleterio 1s 
to publie health. He felt like going slow in the 
matter. Wholesale denunciation by a butter econ- 
vention smacks a little of sé@lrishness and 
has ea tendency to prejudice the public 
on the. = subject. The manufacture — of 
these articles is legitimate. and itis not right and 
just to denounce the manufacturer as a robber and 
counterfeiter. The key to the solution of the proh- 
lem of suppressing these adulterau6ns is to secure 
a laW requiring the seller to put them on the mar- 
ket as just what they are.

The Danville and New River Narrow-Gauge Kallroad 
DANVILLE, Va., December 2.--The Danville and 
New River Narrow Gauge railroad was opened for 
business to-day to Cascade, twenty-two miles. The

AND FALLS FROM GRACE TO SIN 
MOST FOUL. 


A Charming Servant Girl Supplants the Wite, and 


Leads the. Reverend Gohtlean Astray—A 
Store Robbed by mps— Bigamous 
Prown—Accidenfally Shot. 


iiLooMVieLD, Iowa, December 2.—The elopement 
of its leading minister with his servant girl has 
thrown Bloomfield into a state of feverish excite- 
ment. The disappeggance of the guilty couple 
dates ba¢k two weeks, but the facts have only just 
come tolight, and, outside of the wife of the dis- 
graced clergyinan and a few intimate friends, there 
has been nosuspicion of the actual condition of 
affairs. The clergyman had an estimable wife and 
two small children, the elder 16 months of age and 
the younger 4 weeks, Rev. Thomas Baskerville,the 
central figure in this disgraceful scandal, has been 
(and as for that matteris still) the pAstor of the 
Bloomfield Conguegational church and clerk of the 
Des Moines River Congregational association, and 
the object of his illicit passion is Lizzie Collier, 
who entered the clerical household about the mid- 
dle of September in the capacity of servant. Her 
employment was rendered necessaay by Mrs. Bas- 
kerville’s approaching confinement. The Collie 
girl had made her appearance in the town about a 
month before, ia the company of a man who repre- 
sented himself to be her father. They said they 
came from Lancanshire, England, and, as both had 
the provincial English accent, there was no reason 
to doubt their statement. The man only rémained 
in the place twoor three weeks, when one day he 
packed up his traps and left, saying he was going 
home; the girl seemed to be in good hands, and he 
would leave her behind. She was a buxom lass of 
English mold, golden-haired, good-natured, slow 
above the medium height, full of figure,and not 
lacking in grace of carriage, though there are 
nothing about her to indicate intelligence or culti- 
vation beyond the average of her class. She could 
read and write, and that was about all, and why 
she should bave infatuated a man like Baskerville 
must remain a mystery. Her ignorance and lack 
of culture were apparent from her conversation, 
and the pair could have no mental) traitsin common. 
But the servant and her master have flitted. They 
did not depart together, and nobody who knew 
therm has seen them together; but the circum- 
stances attending them flight leave no room 
for doubt of their guilt. The Rey. LBas- 
kerville is English, like his paramour, and 
from the samu@sxhire previous to his com- 
ing to America. Two years and a huaif ago 
he liyed and preached in Pam's Bottom, Lanca- 
shire. He was at that time a minister in the Free 
Methodist church. He brought letters with him 
from England, which leave no reason for supposing 
his conduct there to have been otherwise than ex- 
emplary. lie settled first in Delaware county, in 
this state, preaching at Monticello and other places 
yin United Brethren pulpits. He was invited to 
Bloomfield not long afterward, was then taken on 
trial, and finally installed in the pulpit of the @on- 
gregutional church as the regular supply. He was 
wellliked and bore the reputation among chureh- 
people, of being an earnest, deyoted and worthy 
minister, :

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THE CASE IN COURT. 
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A Prescntation of some Intricate Polnts of Law. 

The financial troubles of Hook & Smith and Hook 
& Morrisare vet. fresh in the minds of most of the 
readers of THE CONSTITUTION, ” 

A little less than two years ago Messrs. Hook & 
Smith, two young men well known in the commer- 
cial cireles Of Atlanta, opened a retail dry 
goods house ou Peachtree street. They 
nad, by strict attention to business, won a name 
second to none, and when the new tirm was formed 
everybody wished them a prosperous voyage over 
the sea of trade. Their store was stocked with the 
finest and best selections, and in ashort time was 
quite a favorite with the city trade. Not many 
months ago Mr, Smirh sold his interest in the busi- 
ness toa Mr. Morris, and under the style of Hook & 
Morris the old business went along smoothly until 


a few weeks ago, and every one thought 
that Hook & Morris were on the road 
to ._- Wealth. But one Sunday morning 


recently THE CONSTITUTION announced the fact that 
the house bad been closed and the sheriff was in 
possession of the goods. The announcement was 
read with general sarprise and regret, and many 
expresed a great hope that there was no truth in 


it. 

On the Monday following the announcement it 
Was ascertained that the firm was badly embar- 
rassed, and that their distress had been brought on 
by the for: closure of a mortgage. The case then went 
into the superior court,and Judge Hillyer afte: hear- 
ing the petition and answers and arguments of the at- 
torneys a pointed Mr. C. C. Green, as receiver of the 
eml acre ssed firm. 

When the affairs of Hook & Morris were looked 
into it was found that their liabilities were about 
$20,000 with assets greatly below that amount 
There were several mortgages on the goods and the 
actual personcile of the tirm was in doubt. This 
rendered the state of affairs more complicated and 
the chaotic mass only «increased when the alleged 
silent partner declined to avow or disavow his con- 
nection with the firm. So, as will 
be easily seen, when the court 
began an adjudication of the affairs of the insol- 
vent firm there was no place to begin. 

The order creating the receiver directed him to 
sell the goods to the very best advantage, and after 
paying the expense of the court to apply the re- 
mainder to the liquidation of the. mortgages, and 
ifthere wasa surplus to retain the same subject to 
the order of the court. 

Soon after accepting the trust Mr. Green began 
taking an inventory of the goods preparatory 


to converting the same into money. 
While thus engaged two creditors of 
the firm ‘ame into court and 


asked that their goods might be singled ont and re- 
turned to them. This cause was heard and an order 
granted. 

After advertising the stoek for sale at public auc- 
tion, Mr. Green began circulating among the mer- 
chants of Atlanta with a view to selling to them 
provided he could do so to a better advantage than 
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an xuction promised. He received offers from sev- 
eral Atlanta merchants, among whom was Mr. John 
Keely and Mr. John Kyun. Mr. Ryan made the 
first bid for the stock. He offered $5,000 
cash. Mr. Keely responded by  offerin 

$7,500, Mr. Kyan increased it and sai 
he would give $8,100. This° Mr. Keely raised $100 
aud then negotiations hung fora few days. Finally 
Mr. Ryan offered $5,20 and Mr. Keely said $8,550 
was his lastand best bid. At this ey cage Mayor 
English came upon the tield and asked for a day or 
two to consider.an offer, buteventually refused to 
contest. Then Mr. Ryan offered $8,500 
and said he wasdone. Mr. Green copsidered the 
offer, consulted with his friends ands night before 
last, believing this was the very he could do, 
so he says, accepted it, He then Sransferred the 


titles to the stock and received the 
from Mr. Ryan, and yesterday morning, in aceord- 
ance with the instructions of the court, expressed 
when the trust was accepted, paid to Mr. Hoke 
“mith, attorney for ‘mortgagees, © 276.70, retained 
$871 for costs and for Hood, Bioubright & Co... and 
paid to E.S Jaffrey & Co.'s representative $4,252.30, 
which was $1,015.92 less than the latter's claim. 

Soon alter courtconvened the action of the re- 
ceiver was made known, whereupon an attorney 
for one of the creditors of Hook & Smi 
arose and objected to the  sele. He 
said that the stock had not been disposed of to the 
ebest advantage, and asan evidenee of the truth of 
his statementread Ryan's advertisement of ‘‘cheap 
bankrupt goods bought of Hook &.Smith's re 
ceiver.’’ He was joined by other attorneys, who se- 
cured an order making Ryan a party to the bill 
against Hook & Smith, and requiring him to show 
cause Why his purchase should not be set asicde., 


The same order contemplated enjoining the 
attorneys who represented the mortt- 
gaugees from paying the money they 


had collected to their clieats. Judge Hillyer, after 
hearing the attorneys, appointed 4 o'clock p. m. as 
the hour for hearing the cause, and at that hour 
the effort to declare the sale null and void was 
begnn. 

Mr. Abbott, of the firm of McCay & Abbott. read 
a petition asking thaf Mr. Ryan be made a party to 
the suit and accusing Mr. Green of gross neglect of 
duty by selling the stock at 8500. He tharced 
that Mr. Rvan and Mr. Green had confederated 
and made the trade clandestinely; that the goods 
had been sold at a sacrifice and that other ereditors 
had been thereby deprived of their rights. He 
therefore prayed thatthe sale be set aside; that 
Ryan be made responsible for the true value of the 
goods—as shown by the inventory—$16,000: that 
Receiver Green be removed from his position. and 
that if Mr. Ryan was not made responsible 
that Receiver Green be held for the difference be- 
tween the inventory price and the price received. 
Mr. Abbott further claimed thatin a conversation 
with Mr, Green subsequent to his appointment as 
receiver relative to the payment of the debts of the 
tirm, that he had promised to pay no detts 
until he had conversed with the attorney and 
the validity of the mortgages had been established. 

Mr. Glenn, attorney for one of the mort- 
gagees, Said that the receiver had been 
appointed by the court, and that he had been in- 
structed to seli the goods to the very best advantage 
and pay the proceeds to the court as -directed—tirst 
the cost, then the mortgages and theu the rentain- 
der to the unsecured creditors. Ile said that the 
receiver had sold the stock for $8,500, and that 
had been applied lo eayment 
ol mortgages, and that $871 had been applied to the 
payimentof expenses and to cover thegvods claimed 
by Hiood, Boubright & Co. He further claimed that 
the receiver had advertised his intention to sell by 
securing a bew leave of absence from the court to 
seli the goods in accordance with the executed con- 
tract. Ile also said that the receiver had discovered 
that he eonld sell the stoek to a better advan- 
tage by Including the stock of ood, Boubright & 
Co, at the invoice price. This ne did, receiving the 
price invoiced. He said thatafter consulting with 
those that advised the reeeciver, thought he could 
set more by selling at wholesale than in any other 
way, and finally so sold for $8,500. The negotia- 
tions for this sale continued for ten to fifteen days 
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during which time the goods were exam- 
ined by several parties. The attorneys 
claimed hat there was no collusion 


wud that Jeffreys & Co., who lost abont $1,000 by 
the sale, trhough their agent consented to it. He 
then read the certificates of Mr. John. Keely and 
many others, in which it was stated that the sale

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FINANCIAL FACTS. 

New York, December 2.—In the stock market 
shares speculation was irregular at the opening, 
but prices were generally '< to% per cent higher 
than the closing quotations of yesterday. Early 
dealings were characterized by a feverish tone, and 
the entire market, excepting Louisville and Nash- 
ville, rose 2 per cent, but soon became weak, and 
fell off 34 to 7% percent.
